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YELLflWSTOXE EXPEDITION.

The Unrapapas Indians Attack our

Troops and are ISatlly Defeated
In Two Warm Skirm'shes.

Onr Loss Four Killed nnil Tweuly
Wounded Indian Loss Forly

Killed All from Xorfli-or- n

rnclfic.

New York, August 25. The follow
ing dispatch is puwisheu tnis morning
from the Yellowstone expedition.

MUSSEIX SllELI. ltlTIE, Augusta
The abundant preparation which the

Yellowstone expedition made for the re-

ception of the Indians has been fully
justified, and the prediction of Bioody- -
Knl.'e that we snouiu meet wuii sav-
ages in the vicinity of Tongue river,
proved correct The Indians were dis-

covered for the first time about August
1st. watching our movements and
prowling around the camp at night
So overt act took place, however, until
August 4th. General Cusrar with
Bloody Knife and a squadron of cavalry
had been detailed by General Stanley to
go on and look up the road. Having
got about ten miles ahead they halted
aud picketed their horses in a wood by
the river to wait for the train. Two
hours afterward

SIX INDIANS APPEARED
on the plain, and made a demonstration
inward their cam n. A dismounted line
of skirmishers was thrown out, and the
horse3 saddled, and the Indians were
easily driven olT, but they proved to be
a deooy of a large party in the neighbor-
ing wood who were waiting in ambush
for the cavalrv. Finding the ruse had
failed, the Indians, to the number of
two hundred, ooiuiy roe out anu

on the grove occupied by the
cavalry- - General Custar had only one
squadron oj eighty men unuercommanu
or Captain Maylcn, one troop com-
manded by Lieutenant Custar and the
other by Lieutenant Van Turn. The
men were again dismounted and ex-
tended their line ina semi-circ- le around
the cavalry, who had the river at their
back, and a rapid firing was kept up at
a distance of four hundred yard3. While
thus engaged with Ueneral uustar in
front, another party of Indians crawled
along behind and under the river bank,
and tried to

STAMPKDE HIS II0ESE3,
but this scheme was frustrated. The
Indians fired the grass iu several places,
but failed to burn out the cavalry. Gen-
eral Custer deferred the charge, perceiv-
ing that the main command would soon
come up and assist in capturing the In-
dians. After a three-hou- rs fight his
ammunition cave out. and he then
charged upon the Indians, who precipi
tately ilea, dropping many ot tneir
equipments. After retreating several
miles tney toos to me uau jauus. vine
man sliirbtlv wounded in the arm and
one horse wounded formed the extent
of General Custer's loss. While the
fiebt was sromc on several Indians led
the war party in search of stragglers,
and, coming upon Dr. Honsinger,

and Mr. Ballain, cav-
alry sutler, who were less than a mile
from the column,

THEY KILLED THEM,
and took their horses aud valuables.
Private John Ball of the cavalry, while
out hunting, met a similar fate. In this
ficht two Indians were killed and sev-
eral ponies captured.

Ou the eighth of August, four days
after the fight at Tongue river, we came
upon the site of the recent'Indian vil
lage. Stanley directed Custar to take
his cavalry, numbering four hu i dred and
fifty men, and follow and punish the In-
dians. Custar started on the night ol
the eignth, and at sundown ou the
ninth, after a march of forty miles, ar-
rived at the place where the Indians had
crossed the river twenty-fou- r hours be-

fore, taking over thtir families on boats
and rafts. Next day he attempted to
cros the Yellowstone, which at that
point is four hundred and nrty yards
wide, where the current was too swift
and deep to swim horses and men, and
so the attempt to cross had to be aban-
doned for tlie want of axes aud rope.
At evening his camp was discovered by
the Indians, and at daylight on the
morning of the. eleventh he was at-

tacked by
EIGHT HUNDRED INDIANS.

The firing was then returned tor two
or three hours, both parties using trees
as a cover. A party of three hundred
Indians then crossed the river above and
below our camp and endeavored to gain
the bluffs in our rear, when our men
were disinouuted and posted on the
bluffs and received them bravely. The
Indians behind the ridges kept up the
fire, when General Custar ordered a
charge and our men then mounted and
pursued them boldly for eight miles.
Just at this time a train came up and
opened on the Indians across the river
with artillery, a lew suots uisperseu
them, and ended the fight. This battle,
which took place within two miles of
Big Horn, was a fierce one. General
Custar and Adjutant Ketcham had their
horses shot under them. Lieutenant
Braden was badly shot in his thigh and
private Tuttle, General Custar's orderly,
was killed and twenty soldiers were
slightly wounded. We had four
i;orses killed and three wounded. The

FORTY KILLED AND WOUNDED.

The Indians were well "armed with
heavy rifles, and had an abundance of
ammunition. Some were dressed in
clothes procured at agencies. These were
mainly Uncapapas, supposed o be un-

der the command of Sitting-Bul- l, and
also supposed to have received their
supplies from Fort Peck, on the Missou-

ri, a famous trading-po3- t for Indians
and an miamous one ior .wmies. me
expedition arrived at Pompey'o Pillaron
the fifteenth instant and reached Mus-

sel Shell on the nineteenth, homeward
bound. General Stanley expects to
reaoh Fort Rice by the first of October.
The health of the command is good.

The Difference Between lion, llerschel
V. Johnson. and Governor Smith,

'of Georgia.

Hereafter it Is Taken Ont of lite News'

papers, aud It U Supposed JIn.st

lie Settled Willi Pistols.

From the ChaUanoega TlraaO
Tlie difference between Hon. Herfchel

V. John?on and Governor bmitb, of
Georgia, that some time ago threatened
to be serious, had funk out of sight for
some days, but now liasnea up, anu in
more threatening aspect The history
of the quarrel is, briefly: Mr. Johnson
was, as reported, proflfered a seat on the
supreme bench of the State, by Gov-

ernor Smith, at or about the time he was
inaugurated. The governor "went back"
on bis promise. Mr. Johnson was not
satisfied with tlie treatment he had re-

ceived, and was not slow to exp ess his
dissatisfaction to his friends, privately.
This, although it name to his ears, the
governor did not or could not well take
notice of. But his opportunity came.
It was furnished in some sentences of a
speech made at a bar-dinn- er in Macon,
in which the governor thought he saw a
repetition of what Mr. Johnson should
have said privately regarding his (the
governor's) doub'.e-deaHn-g in the mat-
ter of the supreme court appointment

SEVERAL "NOTES" PASSED

between the two honorable gentlemen,
Mr. Johnson's note being to the effect
that in his bar-dinn- er speech he had not
referred to Governor Smith in any way;
that Governor Smith nor his dealings
with him were not, so to speak, in his
mind's eye. This GovernorSmith seems
to have taken as a denial, upon the part
of Johnson, of the authenticity of the
"rumdred conversations" of the latter
upon the matter of the proflered place
upon tlie supreme bench, and the non-

fulfillment of the promise by his excel-
lency. The governor appears to have
taken it as a general rather than a spe-
cific denial,- - and so says in his letter
closing the first correspondence. But

NOW COJIES MR. JOHNSON,

and in a long letter sharply reminds the
governor that he has committed a dis-

courtesy, if not been guilty of an un
truth in alleging that his disclaimer
covered any ground except that he was
refeiriug or intending to refer to the
governor in his Macon speech.

In short, iu the contro-
versy Mr. Johnson squarely controverts
the tiuth of a material portion of the
note by which Governor Smith sougnt
to close tho quarrel.
AND NOW WE HEAR FROM GOVERNOR

SMITH,
through the Atlanta Herald, and he
says in etiect that matters nave come to
a held; that henceforth the controversy
will be withdrawn from the arena of the
newspapors; that ho will, in good time,
disprove the last allegations of Mr. John
son. And upon this the Jlerald (the

with Governor Smith) significantly re-

marks that a man like HerscUel V.
Johnson must be answered.

As it now stands, we should not be
surprised if the tlie affair would culmi-
nate in something more serious than the
spilling of ink. It U certain that some-
body must "take water," or the end is a
tight.

ARKANSAS.

Fearful Accident at Pulton Latest
from tfcc Seat of War in

Ferry County.

Little Rock, August 25. While a
party of laborers were at work on the
bridge across Red river, at Fulton, for
the Cairo and Fulton railroad, Saturday
evening, the embankment gave way
burying some of the workmen beneath
it. Few particulars are received, but
the most reliable accounts statejthat two
persons were killed and seven wounded.

Well, there is; and on your way
to Collierville from Memphis you come
to Germantown first; also from Collier-
ville to Memphis you come to German-tow- n

first But we advise you in either
case to go around, for they fine a man
twenty-fiv- e dollars and cost in German-tow- n

for a single drunk, when it only
costs five dollars and cost at Collierville
(special inducements in favor of Collier-
ville). Germantown was built, regulat
ed and populated some time during the
year 1800, aud away back yonder, as
some of the present inhabitants can at
test; but as they are not all married yet,
I will not call names. In former days
when muddy roads were the only high-
ways aud the only freight,
and sometimes, passenger trains (I was
conductor on one), Germantown was of
much more importance to the traveling
community than since the introduction
of railroads. Then, the principal im-
provements were a horse-mil- l, a store,
three dram-shop- s, a church subscription
and a two-stor- y loghouse I mean a
loghouse with a Moor overhead, making
what was then called upstairs. A hotel
was kept in the lower rooms, and the
Masons held meetings and the wasps
built nests in tho upstairs for many
years, during which time the wasps
built more nests than the masons held
meetings, which caused the Masons to
withdraw and build, a splendid lodge- -
room, in which ueneral vaugnan or-

AT MILWAUKEE, WIS.

The
malthouse and iifehouse, containing a
large supply of beer, and part of the
main brewery-buildin- were consumed.
The loss is estimated at about two hun-
dred thousand dollars insured for one
hundred and fifty thousand dollars.

Blatz's residence, in the same block,
was saved.

AT LAWRENCE, KANSAS.

Lawrence, Ks., August 25. An
alarm of fire, last night, developed a
plot to burn one of the best blocks in the
city. A box of combustibles was found
burning in the hall of Koehler's block,
and the transom over the door leading
from the hall into the second-stor- y of
Frank's grocery-stor- e had been broken
open, aud a sticir wound with wicKing
and saturated with coal-o- il had been
thrown in on some brooms. Suspicion,
fastening upon one Brinkmau, who this
morning could not be found. To-da- y

his ' room, in the building, was broken
open, and letters found which indicated
an intention to murder Frank, with
whom be had some difficulty, and then
to commit suicide. Search has been
made all day for Brinkmau, without
avail.

AT EATON, OHIO.

Eaton, August 25. About four
o'clock yesterday morning a fire was
discovered in the stove store of Lake &
Co. The building, with the entire stook,
was burned: also, the new frame dwell-
ing on the north. The flames then
spread south to the large three-stoe- y

brick owned by the Odd-Fello- and
occupied by the National bank. The
post-offi- and Eaton Jlegister office
builning was entirely destroyed, and the
large printing-pres- s belonging to the
Eaton Jlegister was ruined. The Doty
bouse, ou the east, was badly damaged
by fire and water. About six o'clock the
mayor telegraphed to Bichmond for
help, and they sent us an enging and a
company of men. Had it not been for
the help received from Richmond
tlie fire would have been much worse,
loss will be about fifteeu tho -
sand dollars, mostly covered by in-

surance. It is supposed to be the work
of an iucendiary. All the money, bonds
and booRs of the bank were saved, anu
they will open for business this morn-
ing in Van Ansdale's store. The insur
ance on the property destroyed is as
fallows: Iew York Home, two thousand
dollars; Cooper insurance company, of
tiayton, hve thousand dollars; fire-
man's insurance company, of Dayton,
two thousand dollars; Miami Valley in
surance company, of Day ton, three thou-
sand dollars; Farmers, Merchants and
Manufacturers' insurance company, of
Hamilton, three thousand dollars: Ger-
man insurance company, of Erie, Penn-
sylvania, fifteen hundred dollars.

Only one vessel on the docks was burned.
Large quantities of coal, lumber, corn,
sugar and molasses were destroyed. The
origin of the fire is unknown. It com-
menced in a building where there had
been no firo known for several days. In
auswer to inquiries whether "aid is
needed, the mayor has telegraphed as
follows: "Belfast will accept with grati-
tude whatever pecuniary aid may be
offered her. She needs it. For the sec
ond time within eight years a terrible
conflagration has smitten her. She
asked no assistence then; now she is
compelled to do so. The amount of in-
surance is only $125,000, and but a small
part of this will go to the poor and des-
titute sufferers."

A citizens' relief committee has been
organized to distribute such supplies as
may be lurnished. uenerous oners
of assistance from the mayors of Port-
land and Bangor have reached Mayor
.Marshall. This noon the streets are
nearly cleared of goods, and quiet now
prevails.

TEXAS.

A Father Bancs his own Daughter
Assassination oil Tclmacana.

From the Oal veston Commercial.
Marlin, August 20, 1873. A man

was brought' into Marlin yesterday and
confined in jail for committing a rape on
his daughter Saturday night. She was
about eighteen yeais old. After her
father had committed the awful deed,
the went to her friends and in-

formed on him, alter which time there
was a warrant issued for his immediate
arrest. He wa very much frightened
when he was brought to town, and did
not deny the crime. The penitentiary
will soon have another victim, which
the gallows justly deserves.

Waco, August 20. Jim Miller was
waylaid and assassinated on Tehuacana
last night, twenty-eig- ht buckshot tak-
ing efl'ect. He was an old and highly-honore- d

farmer, and stood above re-

proach until lately, when he was arrest-
ed and charged with killing S. Miller in
June last The examining court held
him over, and the grand jury, after con-
suming several days on his case, ignored
the bill entirely. He left Waco yester-
day evening, and said he apprehended
no' danger now, as his epenues, who had
maliciously endeavored to ruin him, bad
come to him to beg pardon, and were
now his friends. He carried no arms.
It is deeply regretted by all good men
here. Circumstantial evidence is al-

most conclusive against two men
known to the authorities. No arrests
were made.
